Buildings of pious oz publique uſe which were within that Circuit , are now 
== bought into Aſhes, and become one ruinous Heap: A Uiſitation ſo dzeadful , that 
<i> [carce any Age oz Nation hath ever ſeen oz felt the like; wherein although tþe allli⸗ 
tting Hand of God fell moꝛe immediately upon the Pnhabitants of this City, and the parts Adjacent, yet 
all men eught to lock upon it as a Judgment upon the whole Natian, and to humble themſelbes accozdingly.
